The Altar of Incenſe was to 
beoverlayd with pure gold, and to have a Crown of gold 
round aboutit.

and prayſes is rich 8 pretious a golden and a royall thing, 
Mans congue is his Glory, as plainely appeareth by com- 
pariſon of Pſal. 16. 9. with A. 2. 26. formy glory

of the place,my tongue was glad. Now how is the tongue

menſions of a thing ; but not whether ir be faire, or 
foule; white, or black : fo however wicked men in that 
dark condition , and obſcurity of diſcerning.into which 
ſin throwes them, may finde out that there is a God, and 
that hee is the beginning, and caule of all things, yetthey 
cannot know how faire, how good, how mercifall, and 
how glorions heeis, that ſo they may love him'&c. praiſe, 
and thanke him,unleſle they have an illumination of grace, 
To. propound Gods glory as the higheſt end is required 
in all true thanksgiving, and therefore unregeneratemen, 
have no ability for the worke , becauſe their hearts are 
utterly voyd of that, which is the originall of ſucha pro- 
poſall,thar love ofGoa, which theSchoolemen calalove of 
Freind{hip, whereby God is loved for himlſelfe, for that 
abſolute goodnefle which he hath un himſclfe. The higheſt 
kind of love that they can reach untois a Love of Con- 
cupiſence whereby they defire ro make-{eof God to 
ſerve their owne turnes. Their love of God is buta 
Circular love that begins and ends in themſzlves, in their 
ownecommodity and benefit, Reall' and ſincere thank=- 
tulneſfe cals for the ſoule, the tongue and the life. And 
+ neither ſoales , tongues, nor lives of the unregenerate 
can beare apart in this duty. Not their ſoules, ſecing e-- 
very imagination of the thoughts of their hearts ( the He- 
brew word WW” fignifieth noronely imaginations but 
alſo the purpoſes and deſires ) are onelyevill continually 
Gen, 6.

To give 

thanks (och Pal, is the will of God in Chrilt Jeſus con- 

cerning you, x Theſſa. 5. 18. thatisas Z anchy expoun- 

deth the words. Towards you who are in Chriſt Jeſus 

from ſuch onely tis the acceptable will of Ggd, that is 
by a Meronymy, an Obje&. which will pleaſe and de- 

light his will. In Peace offerings the facrifices were to 

be eaten, as,pure. Levit. 7.15. ſo Para a Puri, both 
the facrifices, and the facrificers were to be free from any 
legall or ceremoniall uncleanneſle, or pollution, ver. 19, 
20, 2I, Toteach, That as the expreſſions of thankfulneſie, 
ſo the perſons of the thankfull were to be holy. If he that 
did eateof the fleſh of the Peace-offerings were Leviti- 
cally uncleane, he was to becut off : Thereby intimate- 
ing the unacceptableneſſe of our thanksgivngs it tendred 
by one morally uncleane ; whoſe uncleannes is unmor- 
tified , who indulgeth himſelfe in the love, and practiſe 
of his laſts, and corruptions. Amos 5. 22, 23. Every 
ſuch a man is achild of wrath, Ephe, 2. 3. anob je of 
Gods vindicative wrath, a wrath of maledi&ion and if 
his Perſon be hated and accurſed by God, how can his 
prayſes be accepted with god ? Hee is acorrupt tree and 
therefore all his chanks are corrupt, rotten and ſtinking in 
the noſtrils of God, Hee is in the fleſh and in an eſtate of 
infidellity ; now they that are inthe fleſh cannot pleaſe 
God, Rom, 8, 8, without faithtis impoſlible co pleaſe 
him. Heb, 11, 6+ All hjs facrifices, his ſacrifices of praile ; 
all his prayers, his prayers of thanksgiving, as well as pe- 
tition are anabomination unto the Lord. Prov. 15, _ 
28, 9. Hee will ſpread the dung of them upon his face. 
AMa1.2.3.He wil regard them no more, then the cutting off 
a Doges neck, then the offering of Swines blood, then the 
bleſſing of an Idoll, .7/a.

Now toargue from the generall to the particular, it fol- 
loweth therefore ; tha the prayſes, and thanks of unrege- 
nerate men, Which goe before cheir repentance, and con- 
verſion , are but a dead worke, onely the carkaſe, and 
tormeof praiſe and thanksgiving , as comeing from dead 
hearcs, and affe&ions and being ſo farre from finding ta- 
vour, and acceptance With God,as that the wages of them 
is death. Although then they bee very forward , and 
ſ.emingly zealous in their prayſcs and thanks, though they 
be very claborate, and make great flouriſhes in their cele- 


brations of God mercics : yet, to uſe the ſimilitude of 


Chryſoſtome applyed by him to the workes of the wicked 
in generall.” All this is but like che Reliques of the dead 
wrapt up-fairely. Wee ourſelves reckon it no credit but 
a diſgrace rather,to be praiſed by baſeand unworthy men. 
Paul was greived with the prayſes that the damſell poſ- 
ſeſkd with the Spirit of divination gave him andS;/as, A 
16* 16, 17,18., And will God then, thinke you, bee 
well pleaſed with thoſe prayers thar come from impure, 
mouths, and unſanRified-hearts ? or Will he nor rather 
account them.diſprayſes ? a ſtaine, and a blemiſh unto his. 
glory ? when the ſpirit of an uncleane Devill utrered the 
otorious praiſe of Chriſt Proclaiming him with a loud 
voice to be the holy one of God, Chrilt rebuked him, and. 
commanded him to hold his peace. Luk, 4. 33, 34s 35+. 
In like manner, though not in ſo high a degree, he deeply 
diſtaſterch and: diſrelliſheth all prayſfes, and thanks which. 
come from thoſe that are of the Devill, 1 706.3. 8. chil. 
dren, limbes of the Devill. A#. 13. 10, who commir 
finne make a trade of ſinning, obey ſinne intheluſts there-- 
of.. For their moſt glorious prayſcs are ſo farre from ex-. 
altation of Gods moſt holy Name, as thar they are a pro. 
fanation and pollution thereof. 

Thirdly, Ina third place. The exccllency of the duty. 
may. 
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may be gathered from the excellency of irs obje, and 
that in the text is the name of God. Ir isa good thing to 
fing prayſes unto thy Name. Now thename of God is 
great, terrible, and holy. P/al. 99- 3. glorious. 1 Chr. 
29. 13. Exaltedabove all blefling and prayſe. Nehem. g. 
5. Excellent above the Earth and heaven., P/al. 8. tr. 
P/al. 148. 13. But to ſpeake diſtinAtly Gods mercies, 
and benefits, are the obje& of thavksgiving, his excellen- 
cics, and perfcions of prayſe. So then rhanksgiving 
lookes upon that which is moftamiable, ſweet, and 
lovely in Godsattributes, . and workes , his tender mer- 
cies thatare over all his workes. P/al. 145. 9. that are 
as great as the heaven is highabove the earth. P/al. 130, 
It. And that which reſpe&ts ſo (weet an objett cannot 
poſſibly be unlovely. Praiſe regards what is molt admi- 
rable in Gods nature, and workes, his divine cxcellen- 
cies, and perfeQions P/al. 107. 8. Pſal. 145: 5-6. And 
in reference untotkis is it that God is ſaid to be fearfull 
in prayſes doing wonders. Exod. 15. 11, Rivet upon 
the place thinkes that prayſes may be caken metonymically 
for che matter of prayſcs , thoſe works of God for which 
heis tobe mrs 2 and then the ſenſe is ; Thoſe workes 
of thine fer which thou art to be prayſed are fearefull, 
terrible, and wonderfull. The latter words doing won- 
ders, explaine the former , Fearefull- in prayſes. God is 
therefore feareſull in prayſes ; becauſe he doth wonders. 
Regard is had unto that great, and dreadfull execution of 
judgement upon the Zgypriansin the foregoing chapters.

Fecion from the vaſt extent, and comprehenſivencſfe 
thereof, for if weconſider-it formally, it rakes in, as you 
have heard, many-duties, and if we look upon it by way 
of Concomitancy, fo it takes in all datics whatſoever be- 
longing tothe firſt, and ſecond table. So thar wee may 
fay of it as the Preacher of the feare of God did. Eccles, 
12, 13. This is the whole duty of man. Tally faid of 
gratitude unto man, that itis faxima, & mater omnium 
reliquarum virtutums, And if we except faith, wee may 
affirme as much of gratitude unto God, If wee are taken 
wich an high deſcent, and originall of things, why, 
thankfulneſte is the produdt of the nobleſt, and moſt di- 
vine of graces. Butcan therebee a ſtronger proofe of its 
- excellency , and more prevaling motive uuto the love, 
and pradtiſe of it, then Gods gratious acceptation of it ; 
wonderfull complacency int, and extreame jealouſic 
forit ! ſhall not we have a very high eltceme of that, then 
which there is oy dearer unto our God ?

3 And thirdly, Leſt your joy and} thanks for ſo a great 
a preſeryationſhould in time coole and” languith , doe you 
frequently and affeRionarely refle& upon'ir, that ſoir may 
never be buried in a grave of Oblivioh; Maſtet Barrows 
relates of the City of Berne, that they wrote the day of 
their deliverance from Antichriſt , 'upon pillars with let- 
rersof gold. But I ſhall exhort you to a way of preſerving 
the memoriall of your deliverance char ſhall be lefle charg- 
able, but moreatceprable unto God ; Letir be written in 


your memorics With a pen of iron , and wirh rhe'point of 


a Diamond, let it be gravenupon the table of your hearts, 
Fourthly , Dctra& nothing from the value and impore- 
tance of your deliverance, bur look upotrit as a. prevention 
of your utretruineand deſolation :' as a reſurreAtionfrom 
the. bottome of danger and doubt, it not deſpaire.

Is not this 4 brand 
pluck'd outof the fire > Florus ſpeaking of the horrible 
devaſtation which the people of Roxze made of the Coun- 
try of the Sammires, thus expreſſethit, Ita ruinas ipſas 
urbium diruit , ut hodie Samnium in ipſo' Samnio requi- 
rater, And if you call to minde the bloody and barbarous 
threats , that your adverſarics night and day thundred in 
your ears, they will give you a tull and undoubred afſn- 
rance, that if they had prevailed , the expreſſion would 
have bin too too applable unto this place;they. would'have 
ſo ruined the very ruines thereof, as that in but the ſuc- 
ceeding age, a man might have looked for Taxnton in
